REPORT OF FASHION PRESS CONFERENCE 
WITH HEADS OF TEXTILE AND LEATHER DIVISION OF WPB 
IN WASHINGTON, JUNE 15, 1943 


About 40 New York magazine and newspaper editors sat in at a-question-and-answer 
session, presided by individual reports by the heads of each of the textile divi- 
sions, including woolens, rayons, cottons and leather. 


The conference had been announced as off the record, but there was little told that 
has not already been issued in orders and discussed in newspapers. 


The principle discussion took place on rationing; whether it will be necessary or 
whether it can be avoided. It is the strong conviction of these members of the 
War Labor Board that fashion rationing is not necessary and can be avoided if the 
public will not go on buying sprees that cause panic and shortages. 


The magazine editors stated their inability to carry out the Textile Division's 
orders unless they were notified from one to three months ahead in order to catch 
an issue. Also that designers and manufacturers should be notified of restrictions 
and limitations in time to interpret these in their seasonal collections. 


The Textile Division stated that shortages of goods resulting in limitation orders 
often came totally unexpectedly and it is not always possible to give magazines or 
designers advance information. 


In a word, the timing we must follow today is the exigency of war and not the date- 
line of a magazine, newspaper or a designer's collection. 


The Textile Division assured the Press members that materials were not short. In 
fact, our production of all fabrics is ahead of last year, but naturally, the demand 
on them is much heavier. Therefore civilians should adjust themselves to limited 
quantities without the frenzy that brings about clothes rationing. 


The most drastic limitation for the near future is likely to come in dyes. The 
Textile Division indicated that by late Fall and certainly by Spring new fashions 
will be dyed in pastel colors, due to shortage of chemicals. 


This meeting was arranged by Miss Helen Cornelius of the Division of Information of 
the War Production Board, and presided over by Frank L. Walton, head of the Textile 
Division. 


Its purpose was to arrange for better understanding between the Textile Division and 
the Fashion Editors so that the latter might interpret conservation and limitation 
rulings to help the government and to be of service to civilians.
